The  Future  Farmers  of  America  is  the  national  organization 
for  farm  boys  studying  vocational  agriculture  in  public  sec- 
ondary schools  which  operate  under  the  provisions  of  the  Na- 
tional Vocational  Education  Act.  High  School  departments  of 
vocational  agriculture  provide  four-year  courses  in  agriculture 
and  farm  mechanics.
